THE INDIAN BILL. 
WORK OF THE APPROPRIATIONS COMMITTEE. 
Jpecial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 


WAsHINGTON, D. C., Nov. The House 
Committee on Appropriations had the Indian 
bill under consideration today and disposed 
of all the items except two or three, respect- 
ing which there is a difference of opinion, 
and which it was thought best to leave until 
next Monday, when all the members of the 
committee will probably be present. The es- 
timates upon which the bill is based amount 
to $6,725,731, an excess of $1,242,576 over the 


appropriations: for the current fiscal year. 


The amount recommended in the bill agreed 
upon today is.$5,425,955, being $1,200,775 less 
than the estimates, and $57,200 less than the 
The 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs recommend- 
ed an increase of about $40,000 on account of 


appropriations for the current year. 


SALARIES OF AGENTS AND INTERPRETERS.

Tun annual report of John Jay Knox, 
Controller of the Currency. is published this 
morning. It shows that the total amount of 
the circulating medium ot the country on 
Nov. 1 was $1,488,898,554, an inerease of 
$186,000,000 over two years ago. The gain in 
gold coin since the resumption of specie pay- 
ments has been $294,000,000. ‘The increase in 
the amount of National-bank notes has been 
$39,000,000, the amount now outstanding be- 
ing $362,757,;747. No change has been made 
since May 31, 1878 in the amount of 
outstanding legal-tendera, which is 8348. 
681,016. The reduction in the public 
debt during the past year was $148,648,550. 
Mr. Knox recommends the funding of all the 
outstanding bonded debt—the 5s, 4s, and 
other bonds— the issuance to the holders 
thereof of 8 per cent bonds, paying them a 


bonus in money of 15 per cent. This, he 


claims, would give a basis of circulation not 
liadle to be disturbed, as he does not look 
fer the 3 per cent bonds to attain a premium 
high enough to induce investors to sell. He 
also recommends the abolition of the tax on 
bank deposits and the two-cent check stamp. 

A sprcerar to Tar Trisvne from Lincoln, 
Neb., gives much practical informauon about 
the beneficent workings of the hizh-license 
law in Nebraska. The license is fixed at 
$1,000 per annum in cities of the first class 
and at $500 in cities and towns of Jess 
than 10,000 inhabitants. Every saloonkeeper 
is required to give a good bond in $5,000 to 
observe the provisions of the law, and his ap- 
plication for license must be accompanied by 
the statement of thirty resident freeholders 
that he is aman of respectable character. 


‘| Liquor-dealers generally opposed the law at 
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the time of its passage, but have be 
come converted to a sense ofits usefulness 
and would not now return to the low-license, 
system if they could do so. The law is en- 
forced, drunkenness has diminished since it 
went into operation, and the saloons are 
closed at 12 o’clock every night and all day 
Sunday. The City of Omaha derivés an in- 
come (devoted to its county school fund) of 
$90,000 from licenses—an increase of 50 per 
cent over the old system, while the number 
of saloons has diminished 25 per cent. In 
the smailer towns the law acts as a prohib- 
itory one, notwithstanding which fact its 
chief opponents are found in the ranks of 
the rabid Prohibinonists, who seem to think 
that there is no stopping-off place between 
prohibitory laws which can never be en- 
forced and unrestrained license.

MR. M'VICKER’S LECTURE. . 

On as evening Mr. J. H. MeVicker, 
the veteran manager, delivered an address at 
Central Music+Hal! in which he discussed 
“The Stage, the Pulpit, and the Press,” and 
their relations to society and to one anower. 
It is needless to say that the address or lect- 
ure was entertaining and instructive. Many 
portions of it were especially eloquent, and 
some of the pictures would compare for 
beauty and force with the best productions in 
the way of pophlar oratory. The address it- 
self wasgiven with rare finish, Mr. Me Vieker 
beln an admirable elocutionist, and he gave 
to his lecture all the force which elocution 
can impart to language deliberately chosen 
wits good taste, As a literary paper the lect- 
ure was a success. Apart from the recital 
of some personal reminiscences, which were 
repeated in a colloquial form, the lecture 
may, ina literaty sense, be said to have con- 
tained many gens of thought elegantly fin- 
ished, 

Of the su nee of the lecture we do not 
wish to ¢riticise without going into greater 
detail than this oceasion merits, The por- 
tion devoted to the stage and the history of 
the drama, past and present, bore the ev! 
dence of a thorough knowledge of the sub- 
ject, the leetuter evidently speaking with 
great pride in is profession, and with al- 
most pathetic resentment of those who igno- 
rantly abuse and vilify it. Of the church, or 
more especially pf the pulpit and its treat- 
ment and policy towards the stage, his elo- 
quence Was pointed, severe, and frequently 
denunefatory. Considering the violent prov- 
ecations, there Was possibly some excuse for 
it, but the resentment was strong, and the 
response may at times have been wanting in 
that dignity which generally marked the 
whole lecture. That part of the address de- 
voted to the press set forth all the virtues 
and the excellences of the institution with 
sharp and elaborate eriticisins of its faults, 
errors, and criminal mistakes. There was 
much that was true and worthy in what he 
said, and much concerning the newspapers 
which, however acceptable to the general 
public, gave evidence that the orator lacked 
that keen discrimination needed to make him 
a thorough critic of the press. 

Taken, however, altogether, the lecture as 
a literary production and as an entertaining 
paper admirably! delivered may be said to 
have been both finished atid excellent. We 
understand it is to be repeated in the East- 
ern cities, and finally, when published in 
book form, it will be well worthy to take 
rank awong the best literary publications of 


the times. |

LET US BE THANKFUL. 

Let us be cheerful on this Thanksgiving 
morning of the year of grace 1882. Weare 
in the land of the living, and hence on 
thanksgiving grouud. No living man should 
complain, because all the modern schools of 
morals and philosophy hold that it is the 
duty of mortals to cling to life; that no 
earthly misfortune is a sufficient justifica- 
tion of suicide; that the veil which hides that 


| undiscovered country should not be volun- 


tarily torn aside. The Stoics held the con- 
verse of this proposition. “Above all 
things,” said Epictetus, remember that the 
door fuf the tomb] is open.“ Said Seneca: 
* Against all the injuries of life I have the 
refuge of death. You see that yawning prec- 
ipice—there you may descend to liberty. You 
see that sea, that river, that well—liberty sits 
at the bottom. If life pleases you, live. If 
not, you have a right to return whence you 
dame.“ 

The theory of the Stgies was that there 
were human woes past hope of human re- 
lief, and hence curable only by suicide. 
When, therefore, Nero appointed a day of 
thanksgiving in Rome some wealthy citizens, 
under ban of the Emperor’s displeasure no 
doubt, returned thanks for the richt to take 
their own lives, sinée they might so avoid 
the threatened confiscation of their estates. 
All Romans in the time of Caligula doubt- 
less returzed thanks for the plurality of 
heads, since that Emperor “wished ” that 
“the whole Roma people had but one head 
that he might be able to cut it off at a single 
blow.” The literature of the Roman thanks- 
giving observances is not abundant; none of 
the thanksgiving sermons seem to have been 
preserved. I teason of thts histortenl 
omission is probably the deplorable fact that 
the steuogtaphers of that time were more 
devoted to Pagan rites than to the ceremo- 
nies of religion. 

It is easy, however, to imagine a sermon 
giving thanks for the successive deaths of 
Tiberius, Caligula, Claudius, and Nero; 
thanks that the fiddling of Emperors at fires 
had been abolished; thanks that no more 
horses would be elevated to the priesthood, 
but that they would be reserved for Cousuls; 
thanks for an increased supply of “ bread” 
and a fair stock of circuses to occupy the at- 
tention of the populace, and so turn their 
hearts from the persecution of Christians; 
thanks for the privilege of worshiping in the 
catacombs, and so on. 

Who will deny now that the moral world 
moves—that there has been moral progress ? 
Buckle declares that the moral system Is Im- 
mutable; that not one jotor tittle has been 
added to thé catalog of the moral precepts 
of the ancients by all the sermons, homilies, 
and text-books which moralists and theolo- 
gians have been able to produce. We don’t 
propose to enter into a controversy with 
Buckle’s views, bechuse that great philos- 
opher is dead, and therefore unable to reply, 
and it isn’t fair to attack adead man. But 
if we institute a comparison between the 
thanksgiving setmon of the Roman minister 
ot the time of Nero and that of the minister 
of today we shall find that at least they are 
widely different. 

We of America, first of all, offer up fervent 
thanks for the inestimable boon of free in- 
stitutions, for the privilege of voting once at 
every election, and far the cliance to vote a 
dozen times if we ate so disposed.“ We 
render thanks for the privilege of every citi- 
zen who thinks he can boss a National Con- 
vention to aspire to be President of the Great 
Republic; and washerwomen who scrub the 
marble floors of the Capitol render thanks 
for the privilege of being ordered to mike 
voluntary cuntributions tothe fund raised to 
_ Trenominate and reélevt Congressmen whose 
| constituencies want them to stay at home and 
raise cabbagea We are thankful that the 
Republican party was unmereifully whipped 
on the 7th inst., since Republicans that 
it deserved the drubbing it received; and

der the ocean over which we: may receive 
messages that will not have to ‘be submitted

Let us be traly and deeply thankful for the 
modesty of the star-route ring of thieves; 
thankful they did not steal the entire 
United Statés Treasury, bribe the army and 
navy to protect their spoil, close the courts 
of the District of Columbia, eject the Presi- 
dent and his Cabinet from office and set up a 
private Government of their own over these 
provinces. . 

We of Chicago have reason to be pro- 
foundly moved to thankfulness that Mise 
Mabonald is not Sheriff of this bailiwick; 
that one gambling-house has been summarily 
closed and its implements brouglit to justice 
and that there are only about two score more 
first-class. gambling-establishments in full 
blast within the city limits. Let us also 
be’ thankful for the faith that tis 
in us that as soon as our good Mayor 
is informed of thé existence of these 
other gambling-establish ments he will direct 
Mr. Chiet-of-Police Doyle to elose them with 
a loud “bang.”

DEMOCRATIC ILLUSIONS. 

One of the comic picture papers for this 
week has a cartoon representing the Demo- 
cratic politicians within sight of, but still at 
considerable distance removed from, the 
promised land. Another of these journals 
pictures a Republican Thanksgiving dinner 
at which: the assembled guests have long and 
doleful faces. As timely hits at the result of 
the late elections both cartoons are apt and 
su ful. But they representa transient 
condition of things which may prove mlslead - 
ing to the Democrats unless they analyze the 
situation carefully. 

Ik the Democratic politicians generally are 
assuming that the late elections demonstrated 
that their party, after a hopeless struggie of 
nearly a quarter of à century, has again se- 
cured a majority folfowine in this country, 
they are cherishing an illusion which may 
bring them a good deal of niortification. It 
may be stated boldly that the Democratic 
party did not carry a single Northern State 
at the late elections. If a poll of the voters 
of the country could be made today on mere 
party lines, it would“be found that the num- 
ber of those who would declare themselves 
Republicans as between the two parties 
would exceed the number of avowed Demo- 
erats by nearly as large a majority as Grant 
had over Horace Greeley. This would be the 
result of a popular declaration of party prin- 
ciples, record, public service, and usefulness. 
There was no feature of the late eiections 
which justifies confidence that the American 
people are anxious o place the Government 
in the hands of the: Democratic party, how- 
ever determined théy may be to rebuke cer- 
taln leaders and ceftain practices in the Re- 
publican party. | 

The Democrats were the beneficiaries of 
the late elections, partly through the defec- 
tion and partly through the indifference of a 
great mass of Republican voters. We may 
say that half a million Kepublican voters, for 
various reasons whieh have been sufficiently 
set forth, remained away from the polls, and 
that as many more voted the Democratic 
ticket in preference to their own. But the 
Democratic politicians wifl show little judg- 
ment if they shall construe this defection to 
indicate an intention on the part of those 
Republicans, or any gonsiderable portion of 
them, to go over to the Democratic party per- 
manently. Certainly those Kepublicans who 
refused to vote showed unmistakably that, 
though dissatisfied for the time being with 
their own party, they were not willing to 
vote with the Democrats under any cireum- 
stances, The Republicans who voted the 
Democratic ticket did so in order to make 
their protest against certain Republican 
methods all the more emphatic, and not be- 
cause they developed a sudden attachment 
for party doctrines and policy which they 
had antagonized bitterly for a long term of 
years. The side issues may be left out of 
the account as not at all likely to cut an im- 
portant figure in the next Presidential elec- 
tion, 

The popular vote this year was largely 
tentatlve. Those who controlled the balance 
of power between the steadfast party men 
determined to put out a fesler, “ which 
should at once warn the Republican leaders 
against a continuation of abuses and en- 
courage the Democratic leaders to abandon 
their old-time fallacies. Thereare two years’ 
probation in which the party managers on 
both sides will have ample opportunity to 
deciare their intentions. The Republicans 
may do much in that time to reassure the 
people, and the Democrats may be equally 
energetic in frightening the public. The 
approaching session of Congress and the 
conduct of the Administration during the 
remaining two years of its term will give the 
Republicans their opportunity; the large 
majority which the Democrats will have in 
the next Congress will make it impossible 
for them to evade the responsibility which 
has been put upon them. Meanwhile, the 
Democratic authorities will be guilty of a 
grave and probably fatal error if they shall 
assume that there isa burning desire in this 
country to turn over the 100,000 offices to as 
many inexperienced place-hunters for no 
other reason than because they call them- 
selves Democrats. 

Up to the present time the Democrats have 
not demonstrated any keen appreciation of 
the meaning of the late Kepublican reverses 
nor any intelligent polley for improving the 
chance before them. They are engaged in 
counting the chickens before the chickens 
are hatched, They are quarreling over the 
spoils before the spoilg are in thei posses- 
sion. They are apparently unable to agree 
upon the policy that will gain them the pop- 
ular confidence necessury to their National 
success. But they are abusing their tem- 
porary advantage by the most ill-advised 
and bad-spirited actions. The refusal of the 
Governor of Louisiana to issue a certificate 
of election to Kellogg, after a vain effort to 
count him out, is an instance of that unseru- 
puldus greed. ‘The palpable swindle resort- 
ed to for the purpose of exclading Chalmers 
from the next Congress is another, though 
Chalmers personally may not receive much

Pig-lron Kelley, who has heretofore exer- 
cised his remarkable talent for philanthropy 
in the interests of the downtrodden and op- 
pressed manutacturers, has now turned up 
in a new role, that of philanthropist in the 
interests of the poor man.” Judge Kel- 
ley’s bowels are large and numerous, and 
when they are moved to compassion the 
area of their yearning is comparatively limit- 
less. His latest scheme of practical benevo- 
lence is to remove the tax on liquor and to- 
bacco, which now yields the Government 
$120,000,000 in revenue, and add these indis- 
pensable commodities of dally consumption 
to the Free Breaxtast-Table, which he once 
agitated as a measure of philanthropy in the 
interests of the subsidized Peunsylvania 
manufacturers, : 

in his meditations upon the condition of 
the poor man in his country, it has evi- 
dently touched his philanthropic heart that 
the poor man cannot carry Whisky home to his 
family in those generousand refreshing quan- 
tities which would be possible were the tax 
removed and the whisky free. Now the poor 
man can only take home what he can hold 
in his internal economy, Were whisky un- 
taxed, he might take it to his domicile in lit- 
tle brown jugs and demijohns, or larger ves- 
sels if he equld carry them, or get some one 
to help him, Instead of selfishly taking home 


the retrospective comfort of his own solitary |. 


drink, he could carry to his dwelling enough 
for his tiitsty wife and his thirsty olive 
branches. This is the reflection that has 
worked up the bowels of “Judge” Kelley, 
and, ruminating upon itin his philanthropic 
way, it has bceurred to him that if whisky 
were only untaxed the “peor man” 
who has to pay 50 per cent extra to pro- 
tect’’ the manufacturers for what he and his 
family wear, and for the tools with which he 
works, and for the expenses of his house- 
hold, and for his rent, could throw off all 
the cares iunposed upon him by the expense 
of living and the burden.of the tariff for the 
protection of Kelley’s clients, and even con- 
sent to the imposition of a still higher pro- 
tection if he could only have his whisky 
cheapened and saturate himself and family 
with it. 

It adds te the philanthropic interest of 
“Judge” Kelley’s scheme that the carriage 
of whisky home in jugs would restore peace 
in the household by preventing the head of 
the family from monopolizing the right to 
drink and get drunk. Now there is at the 
most but one sot in the poorest familly, who 
is the “old man,” and the rest must be tem- 
perate on account of the dearness of liquor. 
The wife and the girls, not being able to get 
their drink pro rata, must perforce remain 
sober. Even the boys are denied their share, 
and the family has to sit by and see the 
“old ͤ man monopolize all the ‘spiritu- 
ous comfort. It now the “old man” 
could buy his rot-gut at 25 cents per gal- 
lon and bring it home in the jug, the sociabili- 
ty of the famity would be greatly enhanced. 
The “old man could get drunk, the old 
woman” could get mellow. the girls and the 
boys could get tight as boiled owls, and all 
could go to bed fuddled and supremely indif- 
ferent to the world’s vexations, cares, or 
woes, completely unaware of their burdens, 
and as happy as pipers. The opportunity to 
imbibe and the right to get tight would be as 
free as the air, and the boys in time coul get 
as red noses as their sires, and achieve the 
delirium tremens at a much earlier age, un- 
less, perchance, they could get Carter Harri- 
son’s Kentucky whisky, which he assures 
the Chicago public never entails the delirium 
tremens, but simply makes men raving mad 
drunk, leads them to cut and shoot each 
other, pound their families, and plunge Into 
every kind of crime and beastliness. i 

“Judge” Kelley's disinterested compas- 
sion for the poor man is unlimited. After 
giving him cheap whisky he would give him 
cheap tobacco. Instead of paying 10 cents 
or three for a quarter for his cigar, he would 
let him have it for three or fivecents. All the 
family then might enjoy the blessings of nico- 
tine on their nerves, The boys could learn to 
chew dogleg and smoke nicotine, the wife 
to snuff, and the girls “to cigaret,” and thus 
another article of prime necessity would be 
added to Kelley’s Free Breakfast-Table. This 
woud bring the daily life of the poor 
man as near the millennium as it will be 
possible to do until that period arrives, and 
in his house filled with tobacco smoke, 
stained with tobacco juice, and whisky pass- 
ing free as water, he might well fancy himself 
in a terrestrial paradise. In such an ecstatic 
state, what would he care for 380 per cent 
tariffs on the necessaries of life? Why 
should he grumble when duties are in- 
creased, and still higher bounties are paid to 
Pennsylvania manufacturers, and the cost of 
everything he wears and uses is put up to 
affora more profit to special interests? Why 
should he complain when $110,000,000 are 
thrown off in favor of liquor-dealers—for is 
pot whisky cheap and can he not carry it 
home ina jug to his famishing family?

Alnaxv, N. I., Nov. In the matter of 
the application of William II. Cameron,

It is fair to infer that Moore & Co, arranged 
with five Directors for an increase in order 
to receive for the greater amount of stock of 
a nominal but fictitious value, for which no 
other consideration was ever given than that 
construction contract. Thus, it appears, the 
whole capital stock of this company, the first 
6,000 shares being surrendered, is invalid, as 
issued under a void increase, which affects 
every share issued, so that it has no stock, no 
body or vitality, and the issue was also hol- 
low, unsubstantial, without consideration, 
and intended to be used 
WITHOUT THE SLIGHTEST HEED TO POLICY 
or the mandate of the law. The increase of 
capital stock and the manner of issue were 
usu ons of the franchises never given by 
the te, and in no sense were merely tech- 
nical 2 — of its policy and legislation. 
That the action can be maintained seems ob- 
vious. It would be mere evasion to deny

OMAHA, Neb., Nov. 27.—I have been read- 
ing Tue SunDAY TRIBUNE, and it occurred to 
me that certain parts of the inclosed slip 
might be of interest. As you will see it re- 
fers to a gentleman here who was largely in- 
strumental in getting the law passed. 

1 don’t know the exact number of 
loons here now, but I think there are ninety. 
Before the iaw went into effect there were 
180. Our license fee is $1,000 per annum. 
This, as you see, is virtually paid by the con- 


| sumers and sellers of liquor, instead of going 


into the saloonkeepers’ pockets as before, 
and goes to the support of the publie schools. 
It is tax taken from the bulk of the commu- 
nity. The revenues for the schools here now 
are fut $90,000. 

Before the passage of the law the revenues 
from fines and licenses were between $20,000 
and $25,000. 


The balance of the school revenue was 
made up by a niggardly tax on the general 
public. Every year we were met witha 
threat that the schools must close. Now we 
hear nothing of the kind, and the schools are 
our pride on account of their efficiency, 
caused by a well-paid corps of able teachers.

Interviews with Prominent Chica- 
goans. 

A TRIBUNE representative continued inquiry 
among prominent and interested citizens 
regarding their views on the proposition to in- 
crease suloon licenses in the city to $500 per an- 
num, 

The first gentleman seen was ex-Mayor Mon- 
roe Heath, who said be heurtily favored the pro- 
posed measure for several reasons, the most im- 
portant of which perbaps was the great good 
that would undoubtediy be wrought in the 
morality of the city. The greater part of. the 
crimes committed emanated from the low dives 
which the light license now imposed permitted 
to exist; and there was no question that a license 
of $300, or more if it was deemed expedient, 
would serve to weed out the more objectionable 
of those places. The resuit would be that the 
cause of a great deal of crime and suffering would 
be removed, and there would be less necessity 
for increased police protection, of which the vity 
was now in great need. As a financial measure 
Mr. Heath looked upon it with favor. Woile be 
believed that at least one-third of we saloons, 
and perhaps more, would be forced to suspend 
business, the increased revenue would be suffi- 
cient to meet the current expenses of tbe City 
Government, The measure would give the city 
a Detter class of saloons, for the reason that a 
man with $500 invested in a license would be 
more careful to do nothing that would place him 
in. danger of having it revoked. Very few of 
the crimes which were daily reported were com- 
mitted in respectable saioons; but they genera!l- 
ly come from the lowest class of places, where 
the vilest sort of decoctions were sold to men 
wio were robbed of their senses as well as 
their money.

OBITUARY.

Boston, Nov. 2.—Three Massachusetts 
doctors of divinity died today. The best 
known was Jacob M. Manning, fif- 
teenth pastor of the old South So- 
ciety of Boston, who was made pastor 
meritus a year ago on account of ill-health. 
He had served as pastor for a quarter of a 
century, and was generally considered one 
of the strongest theological writers and ser- 
monizers in New England, Intellectuaily 
he ranked among the foremost divines of the 
day. He was an unwearymg stu- 
dent, and was much sought after 
by prominent preachers who visited Boston. 
Ile was the author of several religious works, 
and served through the War as Chaplain of 
the Forty-third Massachusetts Regiment. 
Dr. William ‘Lamson, of Gloucester, a prom- 
inent Baptist divine, who had seen forty-five 
vears of active service, died of heart disease.

The best of good order prevailed in the Crim- 
mal Court yesterday in the trial of Teresa Sturia 
for the murder of Charies Stjles, which is now 
in progress before Judge Gardner anda jury. 
Monday the court was obliged to put up, in spite 
of his repeated warulngs, with laugh - 
ter, almost amounting to oontemptuous ap- 
plause, Tuesday the Bailiffs of the court at- 
tempted to regulate the number and character 
of those admitted to the court-room, but so 
great was the crush for admittance, and 
such the public interest centered in the case, 
that the crowd was even greater than the day 
before, and almost uoruly. The court refused 
to take offense at the several apparent demon- 
strations made during the day, and let the Bail- 
ifsdo their vest towards malutaining order. 
Yesterday the court wisely determined to bave 
order at any cost, gave instructions that boch 
the galleries be locked against all comers, and 
that only such be admitted as ther@ were seats 
to aecommodate in the main room. Fully 500 
people were turned away, a8 many if not more 
than upon the day before, but as they were all, 
or pearly all morbid curiosity -hunters it was but 
little pity that they sbould be depied a presence 
in the court-room and a glance at the defend- 
ant. Ladies had no difficulty ih gaining admis- 
sion or, in procuring choice seats when admitted, 


but themumvber in atteodance was considerably 


less than on the day before; although the cypri- 
ans, attired as they were in penitent black, were 


out in large numbers. 
THERE WAS NOTHING NEW TO BE NOTED 
in the appearance, or the action, or manner of 
any of the principals in the case, save that Mr. 
Mills bad at last fully clothed bimselt in the 
dignity of his office and the ethics of his pro- 
fession, and was but ill-disposed to tolerate any 
idiosyncrasies in the opposing counsel for the 
defense or any of the witnesses.

SHERIDAN'S RIDE, 


Report of Mis Summer Trip—Ceding the 
Crow Reservation—Speculators in the 
Yellowstone Park. 

Gen. Sheridan has just completed the official 
report of bis tou; of exploration through Wyo- 
ming, Idaho, and Montana, lu August and Sep- 
tember.

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IRISH LAND REFORM. 


First Wear of Giadstone’s Irish iene 
Act. 
London Times, Nov. 1. 
The report, which has just been published, 


of the Irish Land Commissioners for the first 


year of their existence possesses all the in- 
terest naturally attaching to a great experi- 
ment in legislation. The act they administer 
became law on the 23d of August, 1881, and 

ir report covers the period up to the same 
date.in this year. The actual working of the 
act could not begin at once, and it is prac- 
tically the resuits of ten months’ activity 
that are now before us. The greatest 
importance attached to the forms and 
rules of the new court, and as they 
were drawn up by the Ist day of October 
it cannot be thought that any unneces- 
sary delay occurred. The organization of a 
staff was also a serious business, which oc- 
cupied the months of September and October. 
Thus the first sitting of the court did not be- 
gin until the 20th of October, though the

Navigation at an End So Far as 
Marine Insurance Is con- 
cerned. — 


Iron-Ore Shipments from the Opening 
of Navigation Up to the 
22d Inst 


Dock and Other Noles—Vessels Passed Port 
Huron—News from Around the 
Lakes-Port List. 


Close of Navigation for the Season of 
1882. 

Today at noon marine insurance expires, and 
the season of navigation for the year 168 virtu- 
ally closes. The season on the whole has been 
the poorest, so far as freights are concerned, 
that has ever been experienced by vesseimen. 
Grain freights, lumber freights, iron-ore 
freights, coarse freights—alil fave been so low 
that not one in twenty vessels have netted 
anything for their owners, and many 
have ended tne season ip debt. The 
season of 1882 opened about six weeks earlier 
than usual, that was one of the causes of 
the season's dülmess. The other causes were 
the comparative seareity, or rather the high 
price, of grain at this port (most of the time it 
being bigher than it could be sold for at New 
York; made so by the manipulation of the grain 
gamblers here), the strikes at the lumber manu- 
faueturing points, the strikes iu the iron business, 
and last, but not least, an overabundance of 
tonnage. The day of email vessels is nearly 
over, espevially sail vessels. Steam is rapidly 
taking the place of sails, and in 
a few years the oarrying of grain 
by sailing vessels will be as rare as were steam 
graim-carriers twenty-five or thirty years ago. 
And what applies to the grain-carrying trade 
applies with equal foree to the carryirg of iron- 
ore and iumber. Speed and large tonnage is 
what is revoiudonizing the carrying busitess of 
the great lakes, and the sooner vesselmen rec- 
ognize this fact the better they will be off.

Something for the HBath-Reom 
Might Have Been Thought Of 
fore. 
The simplest things are often a long while 

in being discovered. An illustration of this 


‘truth is brought to public notice by the re- 


cent invention of a 16-year-old boy of a sim- 
ple apparatus, by which Russian, spray, va- 
por, and medicated baths may be taken in 
the bath-room of the ordinary dwelling-house. 
The apparatus simply consists of a small 
metal pipe attached to the hot and cold fau- 
cets and sunning along the top of one side 


of the ordinary bath-tub. This is perforated 


on the side next to the tab with minute holes, 
through which the spray or steam, as the case 
may be, is projected. To secure medicated 
baths the boy has invented two little cups of 
a peculiar pattern, which may be set upon a 
shelf, and are connected with the metal spray 
pipe by means of rubber tubes. A table- 
spoonful of any liquid, from cologne water 
to carbolie acid, placed in one cup is subd- 
vided and permeates the vapor or spray in a 
few seconds. The other cup may be filled 
with solids—like sulphur—which are quickly 
dissolved and injected intothespray. Physi- 
cians who have examined apparatus pro- 
nounce it complete and express the greatest 
wonder that it hadn’t been thought of be- 
fore. ;
